ETHICS  FOR  TEACHERS 


Condensed  from  The  Code  of  the  NEA 
Approved  by 
Allen  Co.  Teachers'  Association 

1.  The  teacher  should  be  courteous,  just  and  professional  in 
all  relationships. 

2.  Desirable  ethical  standards  require  cordial  relations  between 
teacher  and  pupil,  home  and  school. 

3.  The  conduct  of  the  teacher  should  conform  to  the  accepted 
patterns  of  behavior  of  the  most  wholesome  members  of  the 
community. 

4.  The  teacher  should  strive  to  improve  educational  practice 
through  study,  travel  and  experimentation. 

5.  Unfavorable  criticism  of  associates  should  be  avoided  except 
when  made  to  proper  officials. 

6.  Testimonials  regarding  the  teacher  should  be  truthful  and 
confidential. 

7.  Membership  and  active  participation  in  local,  state  and 
national  associations  is  expected. 
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8.  The  teacher  should  avoid  endorsement  of  all  educational  ma- 
terials for  personal  gain. 

9.  Great  care  should  be  taken  by  the  teacher  to  avoid  inter- 
ference between  other  teachers  and  pupils. 

10.  Fair  salary  schedules  should  be  sought  and  when  established 
carefully  upheld  by  all  professionals. 

11.  No  teacher  should  knowingly  underbid  a  rival  for  a  position. 

12.  No  teacher  should  accept  compensation  for  helping  another 
teacher  to  get  a  position  or  advancement. 

13.  Honorable  contracts  when  signed  should  be  respected  by  both 
parties  and  dissolved  only  by  mutual  agreement. 

14.  The  responsibility  of  reporting  all  matters  harmful  to  the 
welfare  of  the  school  rests  upon  each  teacher. 

15.  Professional  growth  should  be  stimulated  through  suitable 
recognition  and  promotion  within  ranks. 

16.  Unethical  practices  should  be  reported  to  local,  state  or 
national  Commissions  on  Ethics. 

17.  The  term  "teacher"  as  used  here  includes  all  persons  di- 
rectly engaged  in  educational  work. 


SICK  LEAVE 


Each  teacher  shall  be  entitled  to  be  absent  from  work  without 
loss  of  compensation  as  follows : 

a.  On  account  of  illness  or  quarantine  for  a  total  of  seven 
days  each  year. 

b.  If  in  any  one  school  year  the  teacher  shall  be  absent  for 
such  illness  or  quarantine  less  than  seven  days  the  re- 
maining days  up  to  a  total  of  seven  shall  be  accumulative 
to  a  total  of  60  days. 

c.  Accumulative  days  accrued  to  the  teacher  as  of  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  act  (August  1,  1949)  shall  be  credited 
to  the  teacher. 

d.  For  death  in  the  immediate  family  for  a  period  extend- 
ing not  more  than  five  days  beyond  such  death.  (These 
do  not  count  against  the  60  days  or  any  part  thereof.) 

**— Acts,  1949,  Chapter  224,  Approved  March  10,  1949. 

The  County  Board  of  Education  at  the  August  16,  1949  meet- 
ing adopted  the  following  rule  regarding  sick  leave.  "If  a 
teacher  is  absent  because  of  sickness  and/or  death  in  the  im- 
mediate family  and  expects  to  receive  pay  for  such  absence  he  or 
she  shall  upon  the  request  of  the  principal  or  trustee  certify  as  to 
the  days  and  dates  absent  by  a  notarized  statement,  or  by  the 
doctor's  signed  statement." 


THE  UNITED  STATES  FLAG 


There  should  be  a  United  States  Flag  on  every  school  building 
and  in  every  school  room.  The  State  law  provides  that  the 
United  States  Flag  shall  be  displayed  on  every  school  building 
in  the  State  of  Indiana  on  every  day  school  is  in  session.  Pro- 
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vided,  that  weather  conditions  permit,  and  when  for  any  cause 
it  is  not  displayed  it  shall  be  placed  conspicuously  in  the  prin- 
cipal's room  or  assembly  hall  of  the  school.  Each  school  build- 
ing should  have  on  display  the  Indiana  State  Flag. 

Every  pupil  should  be  taught  the  pledge  of  allegiance  to  the 
Flag  and  how  to  salute  it.  The  "Star- Spangled  Banner"  is  to  be 
sung  upon  all  patriotic  occasions.  The  song  entitled,  "On  the 
Banks  of  the  Wabash,  Far  Away,"  words  and  music  by  Paul 
Dresser  is  the  state  song  of  Indiana. 


SCHOOL  ACCOUNTING 


The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana  passed  an  Act 
in  1945,  setting  up  regulations  for  the  handling  of  extra- 
curricular school  funds.  The  principal,  or  some  one  appointed  by 
him,  shall  be  the  treasurer  of  the  activity  funds  of  the  school. 
This  law  sets  forth  that  all  funds  which  are  raised  through 
school  activities  shall  be  carried  in  the  general  school  fund  and 
each  activity  fund  is  to  be  accounted  for  separately.  The  school 
treasurer  shall  be  bonded  if  the  amount  in  the  school  fund  shall 
exceed  $300  during  the  school  year,  and  the  school  corporation 
shall  pay  for  this  bond,  which  is  to  be  deposited  with  the  town- 
ship trustee  or  the  secretary  of  the  city  school  board.  The  State 
Board  of  Accounts  has  set  up,  as  instructed  by  law,  a  bookkeep- 
ing system  for  the  school  fund  accounts,  and  the  books  of  the 
school  treasurer  are  examined  by  the  accountants  from  the  State 
office.  This  system  is  to  be  used.  The  law  requires  that  the 
treasurer  shall  make  a  report  to  the  trustee  and  the  county  su- 
perintendent not  later  than  two  weeks  after  the  close  of  each 
semester. 

The  funds  carried  in  this  account  shall  only  be  spent  upon  the 
approval  of  the  principal  or  teacher  in  charge  of  the  school.  No 
funds  can  be  transferred  from  one  account  to  another  without 
the  consent  of  a  majority  of  members  of  the  organization  to 
which  the  fund  belongs  and  the  approval  of  the  principal 
and/or  the  teacher  in  charge  of  the  activity. 

Extra-curricular  funds  raised  by  various  means  by  organiza- 
tions within  the  school  are  not  to  be  divided  among  the  members 
of  the  organization.  Principals  and  teachers  should  wisely  guide 
the  organizations  in  the  use  of  funds  accumulated. 


PURCHASE  OF  MATERIALS 


In  connection  with  the  purchase  of  materials  to  be  paid  for 
by  the  township,  no  teacher  is  to  order  or  purchase  such  ma- 
terials without  the  approval  of  the  trustee.  The  proper  method 
to  follow  is  for  the  teacher  to  make  a  written  request  for  ma- 
terials to  the  trustee  through  the  principal.  This  should  be  fol- 
lowed so  that  every  person  concerned  will  be  informed.  The 
teacher  making  a  request  should  be  given  a  report  by  the 
principal  as  to  the  disposal  of  the  request.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  SCHOOLS 
OF  ALLEN  COUNTY 


The  following  is  a  copy  of  minimum  regulations  established 
by  the  Allen  County  Board  of  Education.  Higher  standards  may 
be  established  by  any  school. 

1.  Teachers  are  to  report  at  the  school  building  at  least 
thirty  (30)  minutes  before  school  opens  or  before  the  children 
arrive. 

2.  Teachers  are  to  remain  at  the  building  fifteen  (15)  minutes 
after  the  close  of  school  or  until  all  children  under  their  charge 
have  left. 

3.  The  minimum  length  of  the  school  day  shall  be  four  and 
one-half  hours  in  grades  one  and  two ;  five  hours  in  grades 
three  and  four  ;  five  and  one-half  hours  in  grades  five  and  six  ; 
six  hours  in  grades  seven  to  twelve,  exclusive  of  intermissions. 
Fifty- five  (55)  minutes  as  minimum  length  of  high  school  class 
period  is  recommended. 

4.  Every  teacher  shall  take  a  professional  and  businesslike 
attitude  toward  property,  equipment,  personnel  and  school  busi- 
ness. 

5.  Each  teacher  shall  make  reports  required,  promptly,  ac- 
curately and  neatly. 

6.  Each  teacher  shall  determine  the  legal  residence  of  pupils 
when  they  enroll  (township  in  which  they  live) . 

7.  A  teacher  who  cannot  meet  her  classes  will  report  to  the 
Principal,  or  Trustee  as  soon  as  possible.  The  Principal  or 
Trustee  will  secure  the  substitute  teacher. 

8.  Substitute  teachers  are  to  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $10.00  per 
day  for  Grades  and  $10.00  per  day  for  High  School. 

9.  Children  who  do  not  have  proper  clothing,  books,  food, 
etc.,  are  to  be  referred  to  the  Trustee.  Books  purchased  by  the 
township  for  such  children  are  the  property  of  the  township. 

10.  Any  pupil  known  to  be  afflicted  with  a  contagious  disease, 
or  coming  from  a  home  affected,  must  be  excluded  from  school 
by  the  teacher  in  charge. 

11.  All  teachers  are  to  have  on  file  in  the  County  Superin- 
tendent's office  Official  Transcripts  of  their  college  credits,  and 
certification  of  their  experience  signed  by  their  former  superin- 
tendent. A  valid  teaching  license  must  be  on  file  for  each 
teacher. 
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12.  No  teacher  shall  admit  to  his  or  her  classes,  pupils  who 
are  below  the  age  of  six  years  by  the  first  of  October.  A  birth 
certificate  must  be  presented  before  the  child  is  enrolled. 

13.  Agents  and  salesmen  are  not  to  be  given  audience  by  a 
teacher  during  school  hours  except  by  previous  arrangements 
with  the  Principal. 

14.  The  Principal  has  been  employed  as  a  trained  individual 
to  supervise  and  administer  the  school.  It  shall  be  his  responsi- 
bility to  organize  the  program  of  studies  and  the  general  or- 
ganization of  the  school  to  the  best  advantage  of  all  concerned. 
He  shall  supervise  and  organize  the  general  plan  for  teachers, 
pupils,  janitors,  and  bus  drivers.  Each  employee  is  responsible 
to  the  Principal  and  any  changes  in  plans  shall  be  discussed  and 
arranged  with  him.  The  Principal  shall  notify  all  personnel  in 
advance  when  there  is  a  change  from  the  regular  program. 

15.  Every  teacher  must  be  properly  licensed  or  certificated  in 
the  subjects  or  grades  taught. 
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
